Inspector Lester in -ids memorandum points out that 
while we would not receive much cractical benefit from member-

Since Inspector Lester attended the annual conference 
of the International Criminal Folice Commission in London in 
1937, a very delicate political situation has developed in 
Europe. Inspector Lester stated at the time that the greatest 
drawback to membershio in the I.C.P.C. was the fact tbit ^he 
Austrians dominate the entire Commission, probably due to the

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f act that an Austrian police official originally conceived the 
idea of creating the Commission. At the present time, of course, 
Germany controls Austria, and the Commission assumes a distinctly 
Austro-Gernan atmosphere. This constitutes the principal objection 
to joining the Commission at the present time in vie* of the 
delicate international situntiqn. On the other hand, if we fail 
to join the Cormission at this time after we have already indicated' 
a Ydllingness to join and after obtaining the necessary funds for 
membership in our Appropriation, it might be construed as an 
act of unfriendliness. 

It is recommended that the Bureau join the Commission 
but that no representative be sent to attend the Berlin 
meeting of the Commission which is to be held in September » 

of this year.

GENERAL BACKGROUND £; 

Prior to World tf'ar I it was felt that some type of vi- 

cooperation among law enforcement agencies of different countri es-IlTll 
would tend to curb the activities o'f international criminals, aftd 
with this fact in mind ini ernati onal conferences were held in various 
places such as Buenos Aires , Argentina , in 1905, Madrid in 1909, and 
Washington , D. C. in 1913 . The progress in forming an organization 
was slow but in 1923 Dr . ' Scholer, a former 'Austrian Chancellor and 
the Viennese Police President , brought representatives of vari ous 
European police agencies to Vienna to consider a simplification of 
ex tradition processes , the repressi on of the drug traffic , etc . 

The International Criminal Police Commission resulted and the head - ■ 
quarters became Vienna . 


The Commi ssion consi sted of a President , who was always 
President of the Vienna Police Department , ^ice Presidents , permanent 
Reporters , Ordinary Reporters, Ordinary Members and Honorary Members*

' - ' ‘ 1937 MEETING IN LONDON 

During April, 1937 } the Bureau , through the State Depart- 
ment, received an invitation from the British Ambassador and from 
the M'inister of Austria to send a ~ epresentative to attend the 
thirteenth meeting of the International Criminal folice Commission j 
held in London, England, June 7 through June 10, 1937. 

Former Inspector n. H. Drane Lester urns designated to 
attend this meeting and while there he delivered an address entitled 
"Modern Trends in Criminology in, the United States of America." 

Upo:: his return to the United States, Inspector Lester * 
dictated a rather detailed memorandum, concerning the occurrences 
in London and his impressions of the Commission, Inspector Lester 
expressed the opinion that the United States should seek a permanent 
connection with' this international organisation . H’hile he stated 
that he did not feel the Bureau could derive much practical benefit 
from membership, he t was strongly of the opinion that the contacts 
with foreign law enforcement would prove stimulating and helpful 
and that we would invariably learn of new scientific developments , 
etc. At the time the Director commented that the Bureau should 
request the necessary sum for membership as a part of our appro- 
priation unlesa the funds already permitted such-membership . 

PROPOSED FBI MEMBERSHIP IN THE 

_ . -^INTERNATIONAL.. CRIMINAL POLICE COMMISSION 

Under date of July 13, 1937, the Director communicated with 
the Attorney ’General and mentioned an invitation received by the 
Bureau to become a permanent member of the Commission. The Director 
I pointed out that he felt the desirability of accepting and said that 
the assessment for membership would not exceed $1500. The matter of 
securing appropriate phraseology in the Bureau appropriation was 
brought to the Attorney General's attention so that the membership . 
could be accepted. 

Under date of November 16, 1937, Judge Holtzoff of the 

Department advised that the appropriate phraseology had not been in- 
cluded in the Justice appropriation. 

On April 2, 1936 , Judge Holtzoff advised the Bureau that 
the Bureau of the Budget had cleared the matter and that bills 
covering the FBI's membership in the Commi ssi on were going forward 
at once to the House and to the Senate • / 
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Memorandum to Mr. Nichols 


March 3, 1945 


The bill read as follows; "Be it enacted by the Senate 
artcT the House of Representatives of the United States of America 
i7i Congress assembled , that the Attorney General is hereby authorized 
to accept and maintain , on behalf of the United States , membership 
in the International Criminal Police 'Commi ssi on and to incur the 
necessary expenses therefor not to exceed fifteen hundred dollars 
per annum . " 


INVITATION TO ATTUN'D 1938 MEETING 

Under date of M<Ly 3, 1938, the Director received an invi- 
tation to a+tend. theyongress.of the Internati onal Criminal Police 
Commission at Bucharest , Rumania, beginning on June 7th of the same 
year. The Director expressed his regrets at being unable to attend. 
A similar invitation was received from Dr. Oskar^re ssler, the 
Secretary General , and a similar response loos given . J 

PASSAGE OF THE ACT PROVIDING FOR MEMBERSHIP 

The statute authori sing membership in the Commission was 
approved on June JO, 1938 . On the preceding day Judge Holtsoff 
stated that although the money had been authorised it could not be 
spent at that time. The Department immediately contacted the Bureau 
of the Budget regarding putting the item in the~ Defici ency Bill so 
that the money could be spent as soon as needed . 

Under date of December 24, 1938, Dr. Dressier wrote the 
Dir ector ^concerning possible participation~in the Commission, The 
Director advised under date of January 17, 1939, that the Bureau 
then had appropriate legislative authority but that , unfortunately , 
funds for th'is'specifia purpose never had been made available . The 
belief was expressed that the funds would-be available on or about 
July 1, 1939 . 

Under date of January 25, 1939 , Dr. Dressier communicated 
with the Bureau concerning the FBI's contribute on toward the 
financial upkeep of the Commissi oh. He pointed out that since 
Germany , the largest country in the Commission , has about 80 000 OOO 
people and pays about 7,000 DM, all the- other members of the* Commis- 
sion would oe glad if the contribution of the United States would be 
a maximum of #2500. 


The Director wrote Dr. Dressier on February 23, and pointed 
out that when Inspector Lester was in London in 1937 he was advised 
that it would be satisfactory if the United States paid $ 1500 for 
its membership. The Director expressed doubt that it would be pos- 
sible under the enabling appr opriation to pay more than #1500.

- • Dr. Dressier replied on March 23 } 1939 , and pointed out 
that the International Criminal Police Commission was not a banting 
house and that he felt it would be sati sf actor y for the United States 
to pay $ 1500 . He stated that the organization greatly needed money 
to cover expenses and that the United States' cooperation was 
urgently needed . 

On April 19, 1939 , Dr. Dressier wrote the Bureau inquiring 
whether our contri buti on could be remitted prior to the meeting in 
Berlin in the late summer of that year. On June 1 , the Director 
replied that he felt it would oe possible to send the contribution 
after July 1, 1939, when the fiscal year 1940 began . 

ACTIVI1IES OF COMMISSION SINCE SUMMER 1939 

On May 12, 1939, Dr. Dressier wrote the Director expressing 
the hope that he could see him at the meeting of the Commi ssi on to 
be held later in the year . The Director replied on June 19, stating 
that because of the pressure of official, matters in Washington he 
would be unable td attend . There were several other communi cati ons 
each way during the summer concerning this same matter and on 
August 16, 1939, the Director advised Dr. Dressier that he had 
carefully gohe over his commitments again and still found he would 
be unable to attend the annual conference in Berlin from August 29 
to September 7, 1939 • The Director further pointed out that he had 
hoped it would be possible to furnish the contri buti on of the United 
States after July 1, but that conditions of the Bureau's appropria- 
tion would not~" permit' thi"$. The hope was expressed, however, that 
in another year the appropriation would be in such a conditi on that 
we could participate actively in the affairs of the Commission . 

It might be noted that during the summer of 1939 the 
Bureau received, through the State Department, a formal invitation 
on behalf of the German Government to participate in the fifteenth 
conference of the Commi 3Si on at Berlin, August 29 to September 7. 

The Attorney General -communicated with, the State Department and 
expr cased the belief that the invitati on should be declined and that 
no American repre sentative should be designated to go to Berlin • 

Under date of August 24, 1940,- the Bureau received a com- 

I ' muni cat : on from the Chief of the German Security Police in which the 
latter indicated that he accepted the office of President of the 
Internati onal Criminal Police Commi ssi on in Berlin. 

Dr. Dressier , Secretary General of the I nt ernati onal 
Criminal Police Commi ssi on, advi sed on September 6, 1939,' that the 
fifteenth meeting of the organization which was to have been held 
■August 29 to September 7, 1939, had been postponed until a later 
date. ' ’ 
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Memorandum to Mr. Nichols April 3, 1945 


The last comnunicati on in the file of Dr. Dressier was 
dated September 23, 1940. He stated that in his capacity as 
Secretary General and Admini strator of the Commi ssi on he was about 
to close the Commission's accounts and that he w anted to ascertain 
whether the contribution of the • ountries having accepted member - 
skip had been fully paid and desired to know when the Bureau would 
pay its contributi on. He was written under date of December 13, 
1940 , and advised that, unfortunately, matters beyond our control 
made it impossi ble for the Bureau to assume full membership in the 
International Criminal Police Commission at this time . 

Late in 1941 the Bureau received a communication advisyig 
that the International Criminal Police Commission had been trans- 
ferred from Vienna, Austria, to Berlin and suggesting that all 
communications be forwarded to Berlin . On December 1, 1941, the 
Executive Conference unanimously recommended that no further com- 
munication be addressed to this organi sazion. It would appear from 
the files that the Bureau had stopped communicating with the 
Commission several months before , 

j 4$ things now stand, the provision f or $ 1500 remains in 
the Bureau appropriation . It would appear that the phraseology on 
this matter simply provides that no mors than this amount can be 
spent for members/'! p in the International Criminal Police Commis- 
sion. It would appear that the ci rcumsiances which justified our 
member shi p in this organisation prior to the war will still exist 
after the cessation- -of hostilities.

You should mnko inquiries among 
Arny officials to determine what disposition is plannod for thorn. It is assumed 
that officials of t::o International irolico CoinniGBion aro sookin* thorn and of coni 
if representatives of that Coroieoion dorand possession of tho files, no further 
action nood bo taken by you. Ilowavor, if no claimants havo appoarod for the-, 
you might take whatever stops aro po3siblo to protect thorn. In any ovent, the 
Bureau should bo advised of thoir status and tho plan for thoir disposal. 
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
